The UGEQ Question 



"If if comes to a choice between CUS and UGEQ, we will choose 
UGEQ", said Sharon Sholzberg, President of the McGi// Students' 
CounciL 

By the Canadian Union of Students constitution, to which Mc- 
Gill is bound, no university can withdraw from CUS except at a 
Congress. By the constitution of UGEQ, the Union General des 
Etudiants de Quebec, no member can belong to another "national" 
union of students. By some sleight of hand McG/7/ appears to have 
overcome both these obstacles and appears now to belong to both. 
However, when a CUS Congress happens along, which it doubtless 
will in the next few months, McG/7/ is going to have to drop one or 
the other organization, and, according foM/ss Sholzberg* s statement, 
the decision will be in favour of UGEQ. 

Why should McG/7/ drop out of an organization which is striving 
for national unity, in favour of a provincial renegade? U.G.E.Q. is 
a unilingual organization with distinct separatist leanings, which 
OS this observer sees it, can only widen the rift between French 
and English Canada, despite assertions to the contrary. 

McG/// is one of the mainstays of CUS, and has no right to leave 
the rest of the organization "in the lurch". Tiie emergence of a 
strong student movement in Canada depends to a considerable ex- 
tent on the progressive universities like McGill. Is it not the duty 
of McG/// to stick with CUS and found a strong national union rath' 
er than become a member of a parochial organization like UGEQ? 

There is still time to avoid the final commitment; maybe McGi II 
should go through its thought processes again. Sir George's joining 
little affects English speaking Canada for it is not a member of CUS 
anyway. 

However McG///*s withdrawal from CUS is inconsiderate to say 
the least and can still be averted.
